_ My flower seeds are as good as any 
that can be procured of any reliable 
seedsman. I am satisfied that my cus- 
tomers will find that the following list 
can be relied upon, and are sure to give 
satisfaction if properly cared for. Yet 
I cannot be responsible for their grow- 
ing, as there are so many ways in 
which good seed can be destroyed; 
such as cold wet weather, hot dr 
weather, or very fine seed that should 
be sown on the finest of ground and 
scarcely covered at all are buried under 
an inch of heavy clods, and of course 
it is impossible for them to grow under 
such conditions. The soil adapted to 
flowering plants is generally a light, 
moderately rich loam, containing a . 
sufficient amount of sand to make it 
friable. 

While some.seed need special treat- 
ment. the following general rules will 

apply to all: Make the surface as fine 
and smooth as possible: do not plant 
any seeds when the ground is wet; 
cover each lot of seeds to a uniform 
depth, which should never be more 
than three or four times the diameter 
of the seed; press the soil firmly over 
the seeds, plant in rows so that the 


young plants can be easily seen, and pull up all weeds as soon as they appear.
